Your winters are no harder (I doubt 
if tliey are so hardj as were 'the win- 
ters iu Iowa 15 years ago. Your rail- 
roads are many aud well equipped, and 

.\ ou have in ^^ iunipeg n good aud grow- 
ing inarkef. The lirst to realize all this 
has licon the Americans. I believe you 
will liiid more maps of -Manitoba in the 
homes of the tenant farmers of Iowa 
than you will of the state they live in. 
They .-ne interested; they are coining. 

The.v made a mistake once in not 
getting homes while land was cheaii — 
tlu'y will nut make it again. ^mne 
of ilieni are men wlio said land would 
never be worth iiiucli, that they could 
reut cheaper than they could own. 
Some of tliLMU sold laud at ten dollars 
per acre that is worth SO uow. These 
men are following tliQ speculator across 
the bordei' into .Nlimitoba; the speenhitor 
would not be here if he was not pretty 
certain of this. There is no other land 
(jpeii Id the landless man so gyod as 
yours. Soil, climate, laws, schools, 
iduirches— all conditions necessary for a 
haiii>y, prosperous life are here, "and all 
ar(i as guod as at the place the intending 
settler is leaving. These conditions are 
bringing the Americans. They are al.so 
iiicrea.sing the immigralioii I'roni Kur- 
oiie. Soon JSuropean iininigratiiui will 
liurly deluge you, as it has the L'uited 
States. These are the reasons your 
faniis must continue to rise iu value. 

1 liave land in Iowa worth $75 per 
acre which cost me .'flO per acre 111 
years ago. Vou have huid in Manitoba, 
which you probably consider worth little 
uioix) than minev\c-ost nie which is my 
opinion will he worth $75 per acre 1:: 
years from now. The pioneer is aiit to 
measure tlie future liy the past, and 
tliat is why the picJiieer so seldom prolits 
iiy his years of toil and hardship. .Men 
who have a better realiz.-ition of the 
new conditions are better equii>ped to 
reaji the harvest than you who have 
fought so valiantly for it. 

'l''aj-niers, keep your farms. 'Let the 
strangers who are coming U) your prov- 
ince buy tile wild- lauds and iuipiove 
tliejii. Wild laud is alike unproductive 
to lioJiler aiul to country. It lessens the 
value of yoiu- own farm t-o have it sur- 
rounded on all -sides by wild land. Who 
would not prefer a well settled, a well 
iiii|]rovi'd neighborhood to an ocean of 
waving wild grass? 

Hut recently I heiird a specuhitiu- say: 
"I can buy improved land cheaper than 
wild." 

It is a fact that niaoiy improved farms 
are fulling into the iiauds of speeul.itors 
at little if anything above a- v.ild land 
price. Kvery farmer who disposes of 
liis farm in this way makcK the mistake 
of his life — aud bye and bye you will 
realize it- at least those of you who sell. 
I know men in Iowa who sold gtjod 
farms for httle or nothing and then rent- 
ed the farms they sold. When they sold 
they thought they had the best of the 
speculator. Now, they are paying three 
i.r foui' dollars per acre rent and know 
the speculator has the iiest of them. 
Now they are putting in idle hours in 
iiiakiug einiairles for iiamphlets uw Mani- 
toba, the present (lay Mecca of tlie laiul- 
less man. 

1 would advise yon to enlarge your 
farms while land is yet cheap unless yon 
are in the same condition as a 're.\:is 
iiiau of whom I have heard. IVdnting 
to a great city, this Te.\aii said: "1 
was once offered the land on which tliat 
city stands for a pair of boots." A 
friends asked him why be did not buy 
it and his reply was, "1 did not have 
the boots."

Unless congress throw« 
some prittcetini: hand over them, tliore 
be Oittle left of the relies by another 
ti'u voars. While Italy has been pro- 
tei'tinu 'her roiuiieii and Ilei'cnhuKniiu 
lor a eentmy. while Ks.vpt jealously 
f:uards her ancient relics, and even 'Mex- 
ico and rem permit no one to go ilig- 
inni; timoni; their relics of prehistorio 
races, there has never, (except in the 
c.-ise of the ruins of the aboriKlnal toin- 
lilomt Onsu Grnmlel been the least le 
gal effort to save from obliteration the 
tmarvelons relics of the buried cities on 
the plains of southern Arizona, or to 
cheek t!he destruction af the matchless 
cliff anil cave dwellings ainoii^' the 
moimtaiii canons aloni; the line of the 
Atchison, TeiieUa & Santa b\' railroad 
in northern Arizona. The tourists, who 
IjeciViiie more miine 
winter, have nuul 

tliHl in.lu^t^y. There are cowboy 
schoolboys, clerks, and men out of a 
job. wloi i;o forth every winter and di.u' 
anil iilou-h for relics iii these IMniiieiis 
of .\in,'rica. In the last ten years there 
has licen a wholesale ripping open of 
ion>!is of prehistoric warriors, a search- 
ing for ancient turtiuoises, tbattle wenp- 
oiw, personal finery, household utensils, 
and other articles used by tho unknown 
ancients who dwelt in" the Gila Valley. 
The buildiiis of the enoenious irrij:ation 
plants ill the Salt and Gila Valleys has 
obliterated acres "of very inlexestins; re- 
mains of aboriginal irrigation systems, 
while nincluufu and cattlemen have laid 
low many an otitlinc ot prehistoric struc- 
tures, where a trained archaeologist 
miirhi have learned facts of inestimable 
value in solving the proldeni of who 
these aborigines were, how they lived, 
whence they came, and whither they 
ileparted. ^During the last year several 
ijino speeiraeus of the engineering skill ot 
irhe mysterious race who diwelt here ages 
ago have been ■ covered over and well 
nigh obliterated by alfalfa-growers. 

There are no more • interesting nlwr- 
il^nal remains in the Union than these 
of the hurled towns in the Gila and Salt 
Valleys, within fifty miles of Phoenix. 
Indeed, an aggregation of mines of pre- 
historic towns may be trac^'d across the 
hot. sandy, desert wastes from FhSrence 
southward into Soiiora, Mexico. Frank 
H. Cushing estimated that tlie popula- 
tion of these dead, silent, uninhabited 
localities was once over 300,00t>. In 
age, these ruins of the buried cities of 
Arizona are far earlier than Pompeii 
and Ilereulanemn. 

The evidence is everwhelming that 
there were once lourteeu aborig.nal 
cities, each having a population varying 
from 1<).(KK) to 7r),0<X), in southern Ari- 
zona. Here, in what was a wholly un- 
claimed desert until the last few years, 
ami is yet largely a waste of hot, drift- 
ing sands, there lived several thousands 
of years ago, a dpnse. population of in- 
telligent,*' "ambitions, "and skilful farm- 
ers. That these-il>eople lived in this re- 
gion hundreds of yeai^s, is not gainsaid 
by any aPcKaeologlBt, and Uiat tbey were 
the i>oers in brains' and progress of any 
eontoin/iioruneous race on tln' 'Western 
hemi.'--.j^>here is p.ateiit to the most carelo.^.s 
investigator. ' The irrigation systems, 
which comprise canals sixteen miles'" 
long, with ingenious water gates; the ar- 
rangement n[ .streets and buihlings; the 
polished woods, stoni;^, and .shells; the 
fincl.v woven fabrics thmt liave been re- 
covered from these buried and ruined 
cities all tell of the high degre of civil- 
ization reached by these mysterious 
people. Thero-'is* more fascinating 
.subject in the realm of scientific explor- 
ation and study than that which con- 
corns, the origin and aspiration?, the 
wars, and the finn) and wonderfully 
comi)Iete di.sairpeararice of the several 
hnndreil thonsiind men and women who 
made a giirden of the Arizona desert 
•wastes centuries ago. 

The' remains of the largest cities are 
on a sloping pladii — alKiut forty-live 
miles across ii'i aiiv' direction — between 
the Salt and Gila Valle.vs. 

The irrigaling canals are characteris- 
tic of this region. Over 7(X),(X)0 acres 
of land must have been watered by 
these gn^nt .systein.s. Even in this day 
of me<'hanic,'il devices and tlic finest 
tools and appliances, the construction of 
slirh i-aiiiils. big dams, storage reser- 
voirs, and dykes would be no mean cn- 
gineei ing work. Fancy, then, wliat years 
of Tialicnl lailxn' their construction re- 
iinired from th'is jirehistoric race, who 
had only crude stone uiLplemcnts to ex- 
oavnte -with, and wicker baskets in 
wlrich to carry .lAvay the earth. Mr. 
Gushing beUeves the great canals of 
these ancient peoples Ti-oro used for nav- 
igation, as well a.s for irrigation. Mo 
found there evidences of very large 
j>in(' timbers -rt^hich could not have been 
■obtained within seventy miles of the 
cities, ami he believes tihat these and 
•enormous stones for building purposes 
were 'floated donvn the artifioiail water- 
■wtiys. 

These aborigines were trnvelcrs. for 
shells that came from the lower Pacific 
Coast— many from the Gulf of Califor- 
nia^ — !ire t're<iueiitly exhumed. Tlioy -wore 
also ade|>ts iit inlaid and mosaic work. 
In a viM-v durable cement made from tho 



gum deposited by insects on grensewobT 
twigs, trnguicnts of utlnuoises, bits ot 
polished grunite, an ,) siicij.s were artisti- 
cally emheclded. -xheu, when the mut- 
rl:c ha;: been .l>o'j,slied and rubbed down, 
a very superio,f mosjtic for home orna- 
nicdtation w^^s ui.ide. The location of 
the temple- j; v\-i,ieh are determined bv 
the character. „f ^i,,. fonnd in the 

•■"'"S' .S'jows that these people 'were sun 
worsh'.jn^r^,. In one cil.v, M miles from 
1 liof.,-oix, the remaiii-s of an estiifa or 
tei'jple have pictogruphs (picture 'writ- 
■I'jgs) which show the iprlests and others 
tvorshipping. the arising sun. 

The excilTatlOB or rae prehistoric 
tombs and.;Tanlts reveals facts concern- 
ing the obaracterlstics of the nborigiucH 
and tho religious and , social classes 
among them. Hundreds, - of , skeletons 
have lieeu recovered. Tho people were 
siniiU iji stature, and their skulls were 
broader than those of the Aztecs and 
I'ej-nvians. To secure the liberation <if 
tho .sdul after death tlie body was burn- 
ed, and the nslies vere incloseil in an 
urn phu'cd ill. the, foot of the pyral 
inonnd, I'riests and warriors of distin- 
guished prowess were not cremated, but 
wero btirieil in sepulchres lieneath tie? 
house where they died. Kecontly a re- 
lic hunter unearthed four skeleions of 
priests. The bodies were thiid;ly Avrap- 
ped in cotton cloths, and over this a 
thick coating of adobe was i>iit. When 
the cnirtU bad dried, it formed an air- 
tight eoverinir. Then the bodies were 
placed in a shallow grave and iovciaTI 
over, lake all sun or nature worshii)- 
pers, these people endowed each td)jecl 
with it-s spirit coiiiiter|)art. and i-ithcr 
burieil or. burned iht- iu.iividual belong- 
ings beside their owner's body, that thei,- 
might accompany him on "his si>irit 
journey. 

South of IMioenix, some miles, on a 
high mesa; is a ruin that tells of the 
oniiiiary occupations oi' the inhabitants. 
There aiv the outlines of riiine<l corrals 
or stock-pens, in which domestic ani- 
mals wero kept. .Many find.s prove the 
purposes for which they wero uai'd.

These pens 
might have lieen for the puriKise of se- 
curing herds of slieep; and witluuu the 
dats, on which the lignres cannot be 
mistaken, one would be inclined to the 
iipiniou Chat they wore intended for 
sheep or goats. 

'In the ruius that have best withstood 
the exposure of ages, mauy interesting 
tipccimeus of tho cerauiic.art have been 
found. Ollns of all .shitpcs and sizes, 
arns containing the ashes of tho dead, 
which were either |)laced in inausoleunis 
or kept ill the luniscs of friends, and 
jars, iiartly lillod with i)arcluHl corn and 
beans, were found in a remarkable state 
of lueservation. 

It seoiiis as if th(> entire region had 
been swept hy a Hood. «r that the cities 
were shaken by some terrible carllKiuako 
and toppled into a thousand fragments, 
giving tlie inhabitants barely time to 
esci'.pe. Few of the skeleton's that thy 
amateur iliggers in the ruins have taken 
out show signs of mntilation or have 
hioken bones. 

Tile largest of tlicse cities, the ama- 
teur archaeologists of -Vrizona and Cali- 
fornia have named Los .Muertos— the 
<lead city. The ruined walls protrud- 
ing through the soil may be traced for 
three miles down the valley. The out-i 
lines of the buried city show that it 
was almost sojuare.^ Several streets are 
clearly traced toy" the "bits of-, ."walls 
still above tho earth, and these sliow. 
that the streot.s wero very narrow but 
regular — in which they differ from the 
ancient 3Ie.\icaii pueblos of the south- 
west. Heri' and there were evidently 
plazas or public siinares, and the un- 
iisnal thickness of the ruined walls 
shows that tin? buildings facing these 
plazas were the biggesl in the communi- 
ty — probably fortiticat ions, or temples or 
nieeting-lmlls. several stories high. 

The ruin of .-i wall twelve feet thick 
may be followed ail .about the city In 
some idaces it is two feet above the 
earth, and in a few places the wall 
ha'a disappeared. Wheu iJIr. Cushing e.x- 
plored it," ,he .found . where the ruins 
showed that enormous tawers had been 
built upon. walLs, probably for- purposes 
of defence. Stone iniplenieats of war- 
fare are frenneiitly unearthed. One of 
these articles found in great numbers is 
.•1 hattle-axo of ivolishcd granite and 
^v(•iglling fnuii five ti> twenty pounds. 
There is also a peculiar sling foniul 
o(;c:'.siimally in the dry sand. Long 
spi'iirs of ironwooil. wood iiidiirenous to 
the aritl regions. tipiie<l with llint-lieails. 
have lieeu found in r.o~- Muertris bv the 
dozen. The aboii-ines there eviileiitly 
had not reached the liow-and-aiTOw 
neriod. 

Whnevei- the inysteiions and wijndin-- 
ful people who liveil :it .\I\ici-triH 
may have Ijoen. they beloiiL'eil strictly 
to the stone age, for not a bit of metal 
lias ever heon dug \ip in the ruins. The 
little orunnieuts and gew-gaws that the 
iiuHan mothers loved to weai' and bo- 
deck their infants with were invariably 
bright shells brought from the sea, or 
nolished stones of varied eolor.s. Large 
i|uautities of the.'!e are found, such as 
tor(|uolses, ruby, mother-of-pearl In, the 
sliape ol' neck amulets or wristlets. 

The extensive irrigating ditches were 
'lug with stone inipleinents. and tho 
linge rafti>rs of the lofty buildings wero 
"•eni oft' with the same rude tools. It 
must have taken years nf incessant toil 
and a iiatieiK'e lieyonil that nf modern 
ineii Id ..■(iinidele the work these jieojde 
aeconiidisheil udtli thi' crnile lueans at 
hand. That they Nvere 'i iiiist'.ral folk- 
is cei-tJiiii. In their lii'Ms gn'w the 
O'Mnphin. cotton. Il;ix. tcdiaceo. a spi'cies 
of poliiti). barley and eoni. Of domes- 
tic iiniinals they bad tin' cou. slieeji. 
dog and turkey. Tlo'y -vvei-,. |-,o; j;iven 
•ea.eh ti> i-a laiivoroiisni'ss. The meal of 
their corn or barley or the wild acorn 
•'•us more toothsome, baked info cakes, 
than tho flesh of nniinnls. It i.s not 
pnsitivnl.v known tliPt they ate n-ont at 
all. The Yuma Indians of tliis day 
are very careful about eating flesh. 
They believe in the transmigration of 
seiils into the animals about them. Xo 
I'vldenee li.'is been found that they lived 
upon other foods than cereals, oysters, 
lish and fruits.

Rough ^ Weather., ttiaderlhg the 
Sealers in Behrlng Siea— 
Victoria Sails. 



A lleet of sealers reached port yes- 
terday afternoon from the .fapan seas. 
Tho iJeneva, Capt. C. 'Burns, brought 
in S7'l pelts, the Director, (;apt. J. An- 
derson, brouglit T:!,'), and the Florence 
M. 'Smith, which arrived soon after- 
wards, brought 71)1. The only schooner 
of the .Japan lleet now absent is the 
Uora Siewerd, which is said to have 
tho lowest catch of the lleet. The Gen- 
eva has— as has been reiiorted — a boat's 
crow missing, but Capt. Burns stated 
yesterday that ho is not anxious .regard- 
ing tho safety of the missing m6ri, who 
are .William and Clarence Baker of tliis 
city, and a *Tap 'boatpuller. They were 
lost from the vessel on the Sth of Au- 
gust.' The boat left tho schooner at 7 
a. in., and although it was then hazy, 
tho day developed into a very brigbt 
one, and it seemed that a boat could not 
bo lost on such a day. Tiie bout was 
last seen about - ]). ni. chasing a sea!, 
ami at nightfall when it did 'not retiirii 
search was made, and on the following 
days the sealers searched without avail. 
There was a Japanese schooner in tho 
vicinity, and the sealers feel certain that 
the missing hunters are on board .that 
vessel in the Behring iSea. The japaucso 
vessel signalled the Triumph olF the 
Copper islands soon . after the hunters 
were missed. bu'». the Triumpk did not 
heavo to, , her company 'being ignoi;ant 
then of the fact that a boat was missing. 
The sealers feel assured that the Jap- 
anese wanted to commuuicntc tho facL 
that the hunters were on their vessel. 
The (ieiu-va searched for many days, 
cruising along the Kaniscatcliau coast in 
the vicinity of t'opi>er and diehring is- 
hiiids, but no trace was foiinil of the 
men by her. 

The schooners found seals soiirci. in 
the vicinity of the t'opper islands. Tli(>.\- 
cruised lor some time off the (Copper 
and Behring islands without much suc- 
cess, and liudiiig Iho soals so scarce in 
that vicinity they came homo. Tht' 
tloneva got but 40 oft' tlie Copper is- 
lands, and the l)irector and Florence -M. 
Smith got less than 30 iu that vicinity. 
Kvon in iBakor's 'Bay oik tho Siberian 
coast the seals were scarce. There, a 
numher of years ago, Ciij)!. 'J>ak(.r took 
over skins in the schuoucr Oscar 

anddlattie. Several .lapanese schooners 
were seen, all of which afterwards 
worked into the Behring sea. Xonc of 
yesterday's arrivals siglitc.'d the Sani.y 
l.ass. or other of the (.'ojiper island Meet. 
The 'Saucy I..ass was 'iiist reiiorled at 
.Vttu in July by the Triiimidi. The 
majority of tho skins Ijrought to port 
by the throe vessels wore secured iu tho 
.lapan Sea, tho Uoneva getting 700 in 
that water, and had the weather been 
good, she would have had a splendid 
catch. Tho stormy weather caused tho 
sealers to loose considerable time, how- 
over. 

Tho honor of high riunter on the Direc- 
tor went to Bob i.McNeil, who took llK} 
skins, 'rony Burt/, was second with ll.'i, 
I'eddle got 112, Johnson I'.io and Chap- 
man fil. Oil the Cicneva Joo tiilbert was 
high with 1(12 skihs. Oscnr Cameron 
got lZ-\ Capt. Burns shot 141, and AV. 
(iritUu 1-1-1. 

'.rile flora' Siewerd was last Kiglited in 
.Viigust when she had ' less than 'MO 
skins. Sho was then bound to the Co|i- 
|ier islantls, and will likely be home ere 
long. Sho is tho only schooner of the 
Japan lleet now absent. The schoono),s. 
saw no li'ussiau vessels oil tho Copper 
islands, nor were they bothered by 
cruisers during the season, all having 
hunted well without the varimis limits. 
'When tho LJeneva was leaving tlie Boniii 
islands there was a stabbing affair on 
board. Two of the crew had been drink- 
ing when ashore, and fought after com- 
ing on hoard. .Vs a result of the light 
a Chilian, belonging to N'alparaiso was 
slabbed by a Japanese, who was landed 
at, Buniu islamis, the schooner having 
turned back, and he was sentenced to 
nine months' imprisounieiit. The woiiml- 
ed man was cared for, and on the arri- 
val of tho schooner at llakodate he de- 
serted. 

The schooners have been bauloil up to 
Grant's wharf, where they will discharge 
tueir skins today.
